As to the report of the school lands 
the position of the Federal Govern- 
ment is tenable and fair. They say 
parlisment has placed them under 
federal control ; and, of course no0.- 
hing but Parliament can take them 
trom that control—a government is 
pewerless to intertere. They say 
the lands are for the maintenance of 
achools and schools alone, and that 
before taking any steps towards 8 
disposal of any portion of them they 
invariably consult the local author 
ities, Nothing can bo fairer than 
this, though trom the light of the 
past, 1t is a moral certainty that had 
they consulied themselves alone, it 
would have been intinitely better 
for this country. They almost in- 
sisted upon selling a portion of these 
lands in 1882, when prices could 
have been gut that may not be avail- 
able for years again, and the Local 
Government objected merely because 
they were not the suchonvers and 
entrusted with the resp msibility 
of the sales. That was aygolden op~ 
portunity for this Proviace. But 
the stupidily or something worse, 
of the Local Government carried it 
by the duor of the people, and the 
supporters of country schools have 
now to bear the consequences:
